REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art of 
record considered as a whole alone or in combination neither anticipates nor renders 
obvious, the single crystal diamond having a Knoop hardness of a (100) plane being 
higher in a <110> direction than in a <100> direction, in combination with the rest of the 
limitations in claims 1, 5, 8 and 12; prior art of record considered as a whole alone or in 
combination neither anticipates nor renders obvious, employing a solvent formed of iron 
or cobalt, at least 36% by weight of nickel, at lest 1 % by weight and at most 2% by 
weight of titanium, and at least 3% by weight and at most 5.5% by weight of graphite, in 
combination with the rest of the limitations in claims 20 and 33.
